Game Was Hard Fought 
and Well Played Until 
Stopped By Rain Early In 
Third Quarter; Played Tie 
Game Last Year. 


In a hard-fought but cleanly- 
played game, the Elba Tigers bat- 
tled the strong Wetumpka High 
school football team, to a 7-7 tie 
at Elba Field Briday afternoon, 
Hostilities were brought to an 
abrupt end early in the third pe- 
riod by a deluge of rain whieh had 
been threatening all during the 
contest. A good-sized crowd was 
present, but many were undoubt- 
edly kept away by the intermittent 
showers which had been falling 
during the day. 

The two teams were quite even- 
ly matehed, but everybody present 
agreed that Elba outplayed the 
Visitors at most every point, We- 
tumpka’s scoring being the result 
of about as lucky a break as was 
ever seen on a football field. Dur- 
ing the first period, Wiba slowly 
but surely advanced the oval into 
the enemy’s territory until at the 
close of the qusrter the ball rested 
on Wetumpka’s one-yard line, 
When play was resumed, Lee, the 
Vigers’ shifty little back, had little 
trouble in piereing the line for the 
necessary counter. A neat pass by 
Lee to Fountain, back of the We- 
tumpka goal line scored the extra 
point, and the score was 7 to 0, 
The way Elba’s line was holding: 
and the manner in which the visit- 
ing runners were being brought to 
earth by the Elba tacklers, there 
seemed to be little danger of any 
Wetumpka seoring, but then came 
the lucky break. Prior to this time 
all attempts by the visitors to gain 
ground via the ariel route had been 
neatly blocked by Elba, but right 
at this time a long pass was heaved 
from near mid-field. An Elba play- 
er knocked the ball away from the 
Wetumpka man waiting to receive 
jt, but the oval was deflected into 
the hands of another visitor, who 
caught it near the ground and rac- 
ed for a touchdown. A Wetumpka 
educated ‘toe booted the pigskin 
between the goal posts for the ty- 
ing count. It was a wonderful 
break for Wetumpka, but tough 
for Elba. 

Neither team threatened to score 
during the remainder of the period, 
although the ball was in Wetump- 
ka territory when the half whistle 
blew.

In addition to the pipes 
it also has Cathedral Chimes and 
Harp that lend dignity and majesty

We are not receiving the coop- 
eration we anticipated relative to 
the buying of chicks under om 
head, or as one unit, and thereby 
getting a better price on them, But 
otherwise we are finding a number 
of people interested in poultfy and 
are making their preparations to 
start a real poultry farm, I be- 
lieve it good business for us to 
grow into this industry, and by all 
means let’s not buy ourselves into 
it. Unless we are properly trained 
in the handling of chickens we 
would likely lose in the biginning, 
but if we will gradually grow into 
it, getting our experience as we 
go, doing considerable studying all 
the time, and using the State De- 
partment help through our county 
officers, there will be nothing: els: 
other than success for us. 


Now let’s do a little checking up 
on What is happening’ in the dear 
old State of Alabama. The Exten- 
sion Service issued a bulletin in 
August giving complete record by 
months, during the months of May, 
June and July covering from 62 
to 74 farms reporting on which 
there was an average of 254 hens 
per farm. These hens produced an 
average of 15 eggs per hen per 


average price of 86c per dozen. Thi 
average income per hen per month 
was 21c, The average cost of pro- 
ducing a dozen eggs over this peri- 
od was about 15%e per dozen, 


Above farms are scattered all 
over the State, and these figures 
are fair estimates of what can be 
done here in the poultry business. 
Three cents per dozen will place 
our eges on any market within a 
radius of over 500 miles from El- 
ba. We cannot claim that we are 
in the back woods, too far from 
market, cannot have proper coop- 
eration in selling our products as 
other sections. But on the other 
hand, we have the right climate, 
the right soil, and should be able 
to produce eggs at several cents 
per dozen less cost than what oth- 
er sections, can especially those in 
the north, can do, The only draw- 
back I can find is the financial

The object of the meeting was 
to receive reports from the commit- 
tee appointed at a previous meet 
in, sponsored by the Lions Club 
of Elba, at which gathering J. M. 
Hughes, of Cairo, Ga., delivered 
an address, explaining the advan 
taves of diversified farming, as 
practiced in the Cairo district. 

Chairman Garrett called the 
meeting to order, and after ex- 
plaining the object of the gather 
ing, introduced S, P, Owens, of 
Geneva, an experienced tobacco 
igrower and warehouse man, who 
has been in the employ of the Gai 
ro Warehouse Company for the 
past year or so, Mr. Owens cami 
highly recommended by Mr. 
Hughes, and after making an in- 
teresting and comprehensive talk 
on tobacco raising, he answered 
numerous questions asked by vari- 
ous farmers present who are inter- 
ested and are considering wetting 
into the tobacco-raising game. Mr. 
Owens proved by the straight-for- 
ward manner in which he answered 
these questions that he has a tho- 
rough knowledge of tobacco cul- 
ture and marketing. 

Mr. Owens brought out many 
important facts, some of which 
were: 

Four acres of tobacco is ,about 
the acreage that should be planted 
to the plow. 

A barn to take care of from.4 
to 6 acres will cost about $40. 
Seed beds should be planted in 
December. 

Ground for seed beds should be’ 
burned off, then broken and thor- 
oughly pulverized and roots taken 
out before planting. 

Commercial fertilizer should be 
used rather than barnyard manure, 
for seed beds, 

Plants should be set out about 
April 1st, as the early crop brings 
best prices. 

A transplanting machine costs 
about $80 and will set out about 
7 acres per day, doing the work 
much better than can be done by 
hand. 

Tobacco averages from $200 to 
$300 per acre, at a cost of about 
$70. 

Tobacco can be grown more pro- 
fitably at 15¢ a pound than cotton 
at 25c. 

It costs about the same to grow 
an acre of tobacco as an acre of 
cotton, An acre of tobacco averag 
es from 800 to 1,000 pounds, and 
the prices averages better than 
20¢. 

Most of the land in this section 
is suitable for tobacco. 

Worms are easily poisoned at 
an expense of about $1.00 per 
acre. 

Tobacco responds to intensive 
cultivation and careful attention, 
the same as cotton or other crops. 
A superintendent is necessary 
when farmers are new at the 
game. A superintendent can look 
after something like 500 acres, up 
to curing time, when he would 
have to have help. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Owens’ 
talk and answers to inquiries, 
Chairman Garrett called for all 
those who intended to plant tobae- 
co the coming season to give in 
their names and number of acres. 
Quite a number responded, but at 
the suggestion of County Demon- 
stration Agent Ray, inasmuch as 
many farmers who might be inter- 
ested in tobacco culture were not
